Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1, 3, and 5-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
claims a method of synthesizing a speech signal comprising the acts of assigning a first 
identifier to steady intervals of an original speech signal and assigning a second 
identifier to dynamic intervals of the original speech signal, windowing the original 
speech signal to provide a number of pitch bells, processing the speech signal to 
provide a number of pitch bells, processing the pitch bells having the first identifier 
assigned thereto for modifying a duration of the speech signal, performing an overlap 
and add operation on the processed pitch bells to form a result and storing the result in 
a memory. The cited prior art of record does not fairly teach or disclose the claimed 
combination of features .
